Los Angeles, California, June 22— 
Earthquakes which 
started at 
(5:47 
last night and continued intermittent­ 
ly until 5:00 this morning caused pro­ 
perty damage in Los Angeles county 
estimated ut $ UMI,OOO, 
three fourths 
of which was in Inglewood, ten miles 
southwest 
of this 
city. 
One death 
was due indirectly to the most severe 
of 
the shocks 
and several 
persons 
were slightly 
injured by falling 
de­ 
bris. 
Inglewood where twenty 
one busi­ 
ness buildings 
were demolished 
and 
nearly every dwelling damaged seems 
the center of disturbance.
